You can collect and 
destroy infested tomatoes, or 
apply TDE or sevin when the 
first fruit sets. Repeat two or 
three times at 10-day intervals. 
Aphids — Apply malathion to 
get rid of these pink and green 
soft-bodied 
plant lice. 
T h e y 
suck sap 
from the growing 
plants. 
Grasshoppers and crickets — 
They commonly eat holes in ri­ 
pening tomatoes late 
to the 
summer. Use of aldrin or meth­ 
oxychlor usually will give con­ 
trol. 
The specialists advise all gar­ 
deners to follow the exact label 
recommendations for use of any 
insecticide. 
And. if to

The farmer got inter­ 
ested in politics and becaime a 
strong 
Democrat 
because he 
thought that party would do 
more to help agriculture than 
the Republicans.” 
Now’ all three have sons who 
have completed high school. The 
sons of the merchant and the 
veterinarian have been entered 
in large universities where they 
will have an opportunity to get 
professional educations. 
But. the Democratic leader 
said, the son of the farm er faces 
no such prospect. His parents 
are trying to scrape together 
enough to send him to a trade 
school. 
Tile Democratic leader said 
the farm er and his wife be­ 
came bitter about the situation 
and the contrast between their 
lives and their non-tarm cousin 
when the administration start­ 
ed out after farm prices. 
“The farm er exploded.” the 
political leader said. "He swore 
he would never vote for another 
Democrat.”

From Vows 


CLEVELAND (AP) — With 
dispensation 
from 
Rome, 
IO 
Roman Catholic nuns have quit 
tile Sisters of Notre Dame to 
do social work in Pueblo, Colo. 
In a statement released Fri­ 
day, a spokesman for the IO 
women said the group “will at­ 
tempt to create a more flexible 
type of religious life which they 
hope will provide- an added di­ 
mension to their service in the 
church.” 
The women had been granted 
dispensation from their reli­ 
gious vow's on poverty, chastity 
and obedience by the Sacred 
Congregation of 
Religious 
in 
Rome, the spokesman said. 
The group has taken private 
vows of poverty and chastity, 
will wear civilian clothes in­ 
stead of the religious habit and 
use the names they were bap­ 
tized with, instead of religious 
names, the spokesman added. 
The women, including seven 
former faculty members of No­ 
tre Dame College for women

and 
three 
teachers 
at 
Cleveland area elementary and 
high schools, will begin work in 
August In Pueblo, they hope 
to live m small apartments or 
houses that will make them 
more accessible to the laity.

By Sunday 800 eggs 
were being gathered daily 
Kiger, who has owned about 
1,200 birds for the last f o u r 
years, estimated his new flock 
in the automated laying house j 
w'ill produce at about 85 per 
cent of capacity or about 4,250 j 
eggs per day. 
Just inside the entrance of 
the laving house is a big walk J 
in cooler where the eggs are j 
kept until they are picked up] 
for delivery. The farm er ex-1 
pects to keep the chickens f o r 
14-16 months and thn sell them 
for meat. Another shipment of 
5,000 will be moved in when 
the others are sold. 
Kiger’s wife and two daugh­ 
ters share in handling chores 
around the laying house.
